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Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 1 1/1/04 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

(1) Arguments re 102(a/e) rejection based on '566 patent: the -C-C(F)3- group 
in the ref is found in line col 4 line 62. The formula (V) in col 4 line 7 reads into the 
formula of claim 1 (especially when n=0) because Ar1 in (V) can be sulfonated (see 
lines in the middle of col 4. Argument that the formula (V) is not a polyether ketone is 
not relevant because the formula (I) in claim 1 can represent compounds without having 
any ketone groups. 

(2) Arguments re 103(a) rejection based on '695 patent: the rejection is over 
'566 in view of '695. The '695 patent has -C-C(F)3- groups in the formula (I) presented 
in line 20, col 3. It is sulfonated (the S stands for the sulfonic acid group: see col 3 lines 
5-25). 

(3) Re claim 40: the '334 patent shows the polyether ketone formula in col 2 line 
10, wherein the AM and Ar2 can be represented by the formulae in col 3 line 10 and col 
4 lines 35-40.
